Joseph Marcellus Elijah Matheny, a son of Elijah and Christina 
(DeWitt) Matheny, was born about 1845 in Preston County, Va (WV). He 
married Clementina Parsons March 26, 1870 in Preston County, By Rev 
Joseph B Feather. She was born June 13, 1846 in Randolph County VA. 

Joseph M. Matheny had a few short terms of subscription school. In 
1861 he enlisted in Company B of the Fourth W. Va. Cavalry, under Capt. 
Jeremiah Simpson and Col. Sam Snider. From Wheeling, WV, the regiment 
went to Parkersburg, WV, then to New Creek or Keyser, WV, and for the 
greater part of the war the regiment was broken up into squads for guard 


duty. Mr. Matheny was with his comrades at Moorefield WV when the 
surrender at Appomattox occurred, and he was then sent back to Wheeling 
and honorably discharged in July, 1865. He was once wounded while in the 
army, a bullet striking his left shin. Mr. Matheny has for many years 
been identified with his old comrades in the Grand Army Post. 

After the war he resumed farming at Valley Point, and after his 
marriage lived at the place now occupied by David Bishop and for a year 
conducted a grist and saw mill near Kingwood. For a dozen years after 
that he was a farmer and stock raiser in the Sugar Valley community and 
then moved to a farm near Terra Alta where after thirteen years of labor 
and activity he turned over the farm and all hard work to a younger 
generation and retired to enjoy his well-deserved leisure in Terra Alta. 
Joseph M. Matheny has always voted as a republican and cast his first 
vote while in the army for Abraham Lincoln. He has done a great deal of 
jury service in the county. He and his wife have long been active in the 
Methodist Church, and he has been a trustee and one of the builders of 
the Sugar Valley Church.
